Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The objection to the claims as being drawn to 
non-elected subject matter is maintained. While the alternate sequences may be related, their divergent structures would require a new 
and different search of the prior art with respect to antibodies capable of binding to the unique epitope sequences. This new search and 
consideration raises new issues that are not properly presented after final. As the claims remain objected to, rejoinder cannot be granted 
until the claims are drawn to the extent indicated as examined, see in particular election of SEQ ID NO:2, epitope 346-360. The 
Examiner would consider further search and possible rejoinder in an RCE application. . 
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
